LONDON,  April  £5.— Tihc  Uou.se  of 
LfOrds  tills  eveniiiK  qiiesliontni  the  gov- 
ernment on  the  sonatoiial  inquiry  at 
Washington  into  the  Titanic  disaster. 
Karl  Stanhope  remarked  tliat  the  in- 
quiry seemed  to  h«ve  ortly  lwt>  Rrc^unds 
for  Justification.  The  fir.st  was  that 
the  steamer  company  concerned  was 
not  altoKether  Bfttisli.  Ijut.  partly.  Am- 
erican. If  so,  obviously  it  would  cre- 
ate an  extraordinary  situation,  because 
it  struck  at  the  root  of  ilie  position  of 
the  mercantile  marine  in  time  of  war 
as  to  Tvhcthcr  the  vessel  belonged  to  a 
neutral   or    a    belligerent    power. 

Tlio  other  ground  was  based  on  the 
terrible  loss  of  life.  If  that  were  giv- 
en as  a  reason  for  the  inquiry,  ob- 
viously other  nations  whose  citizens 
were  passengers  on  board  tlif>  Titanic 
would  be  justified  In  holding  similar 
inquiries. 

Karl  Stanhope  argued  that  the  Am- 
erican inquiry  could  be  left  to  IJhe  good 
.sense  of  the  American  people.  He  felt 
the  danger  of  the  precedent  set  up, 
and  said   that  should  some  other  power

wore  not  so  friendly  attempt  to  detain 
iJritish  citizens  under  similar  circum- 
stances it  might  become   serious. 

The  Marquis  of  Lansdowne,  leader 
of  the  opposition  said  he  quits-  ap- 
proved of  the  American  Inquiry,  line 
circuni.stances,  he  pointed  out,  were 
unparalleled,  an^j   ho   continued: 

"America  has  the  right  of  insisting 
on  a  prompt  Inquiry  Into  the  loss  of 
the  Titanic,  a»  It  is  clear  there  are  bet- 
ter chances  of  obtaining  trustworthy 
accounts  while  the  events  are  still  re- 
cent." 

BaaUfif  for  Boapa^oat 

The  Times,  in  an  editorial,  concedes 
that  the  American  inquiry  lia.s  had  a 
good  effect  in  hastening  the  inquiry  In 
XCngland,  by  overcoming  official  leth- 
argy, but  adds  that  to  the  question  as 
lo  whether  the  Washington  Inquiry  is 
of  the  kind  best  calculated  lo  attain 
knowledge  and  enable  all  nations  to 
apply  thorough-going  remedies,  It  must 
frankly  be  said  thai  sober  opinion  In 
Rngland  answers  the  question  in  tlie 
negative.  The  editorial  proceeds  to  ac- 
cuse the  American  investigators  of  re- 
markable Ignorance  of  everything  per- 
taining to  nautical  affairs,  and  of  a 
seeming  Impulse  to  find  ani  punish  the 
scapegoat  rather  than  of  a  desire  to 
discover  the  weak  points  of  a  system 
and  apply  a    fitting   remedy. 

"American.^,"  says  the  Times,  "can- 
not fall  to  appreciate  the  feeling  Eng- 
land has  that  the  Titanic  was  a  British 
Mhlp,  flying  uhe  British  flag,  and  that 
the  accident  happened  on  the  high  sea.s, 
not  In  American  waters,  and  fina/lly. 
the  lnv=!Si!salii)n  of  personal  conduct 
and  responsibility  thernfore  he5ong-»  to 
the  duly  constituted  British  covtrtJ". 
r'arliament  naturally  will  object  when 
the  inquiry  tends  to  enter  the  spher^ 
In  which  the  Bri^sh  legislature  ought 
to   be   supreme." 


WIRELESS  OPERATOR'S 

THRILLING  STORY 

ST.  JOHN.  N.  B..  April  25.— Durant, 
the  Marconi  wireless  operator  on  the 
steamer  iJifount  Temple  told  tonight 
the  follo^vingr  etory  of  picking;  up  the 
messages   from    the    Titanic: 

"I  was  lying  In  bed  reading  with 
the  telephones  on  my  ears  at  12:11, 
New  York  time,  when  f  caught  the 
first  call.  Immediately  getting  out  of 
bed,  I  answered,  asking  the  position 
of  the  ship.  This  was  sent  back  with  the 
addition  'Come  at  once,  have  struck 
berg.'  As  soon  as  I  got  the  message 
I  notified  the  captain,  who  doubled  the 
watch  of  firemen  below,  called  all 
hands  on  deck  and  changed  the  ship's 
course  toward  the.  position  of  1 1 e  Ti- 
tanic. 

"Then  I  went  back  to  my  instru- 
ment. I  did  not  cnll  the  Titanic  again 
because  other  !*hlps  seemed  to  be 
CMHlUraed   on   Page  4.

VANCOUVEK,  B.  C,  April  25.— A 
second  set  of  extradition  proceedings 
has  been  started  against  Mr.  B.  li.  Du- 
senbery,  late  treasurer  of  the  Fairbanks 
Alaska  National  biink,  who  was  released 
a  few  days  ago  when  the  first  Indlct- 
mtnt  was  dropped.  It  Is  alleged  that 
Dusenbery  was  treasurer  for  the  bank 
under  tilt;  prcaidciicy  of  a.  man  named 
Barnett,  and  both  are  charged  wltu 
signing  ^alse  statements  of  ihe  bank's 
position  at  the  time  it  was  taken  over 
by  another  bank.  Barnett  was  arrested 
In  th»  f'nU^d  Wtntn«  flni(  t«k<»n  bxck  to 
Alaska  I'ur  trial.  Mi*'.  Duainiuery  was 
arrcotC'd  ncrs  a  few  uays  ago,  but  was 
released  on  ball  till  proceedings  were 
dropped.  On  Wednesday  afternoon  Mr. 
J.  K.  Kennedy  gave  notice  to  Judge 
Grant,  who  has  charge  of  the  proceed- 
ings that  as  the  first  warrant  was  not 
In  order  he  would  drop  tlie  procfeiilngs 
and  .start  a  new  prosecution  on  the  or- 
iginal  warrant. 

Tlilfi  afternoon  the  hearing  was 
started,  but  the  only  evidence  was  that 
of  United  States  Marshal  Charles  or 
Valdez.  Alaska,  who  had  come  down 
with  the  original  warrant,  and  had  to 
leave  again  for  .\laska,  Mr.  CJharles 
Identified  the  warrant  and  Mr.  Dusen- 
bery as  the  man  who  was  Indicted. 
M'hcn  crose-e.\amined  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Tay- 
lor, who  Is  appearing  for  Dusenbery, 
Mr.  Charles  said  that  so  far  as  ho 
knew,  the  accused  man  had  always 
borne  a  high  character  In  Alaska,  and 
beyond  the  present  charge  he  knew  of 
nothing  against   him.

Telegraph — Three  Injured 


SEATTLE,  April  25. — Several  per- 
sons were  injured,  the  Sound  steamer 
Telegraph  was  sunk  and  the  Coleman 
dock,  one  of  the  finest  passenger  piers 
on  tijo  Pacific  Coast,  wa.s  wrecked  late 
tonlghit  when  the  Alaska  steamship 
company's  steamer  Alameda  got  be- 
yond control  as  she  was  being  taken 
Into  lier  brith  at  pier  No.  2,  and 
ploughed  through  the  Coleman  dock.  As 
far   as    known    no    lives    were    lost.

The  Alameda,  in  conuiiand  of  iJapuiiii 
J.  O'Brien,  Sound  pilot  for  the  Alaska 
steamship  company,  was  returning  to 
her  berth  on  tlse  south  side  of  pier  2, 
from  the  Standard  Oil  wharf  where  she 
had  gone  to  take  on  oil  fuel.  As  thij 
big  steamship  approached  the  pier  Cap- 
tain O'Brien  signalled  Ihe^iynglne  room 
for  slow  speed  to  enable  the  vessel  to 
make   the   sharp    turn   into    the   -slip. 

Either  through  a  misunderstanding 
of  signals  or  because  of  the  fault  of 
the  engine  room  telegraph  the  Alameda 
started  full  speed  ahead  towai'd  the 
Coleman  dock.  Capi.  O'Brien  saw  that 
the  clash  could  not  be  averted  and  tl'Cd 
down  the  whl-stle  to  warn  the  people 
In  the  waiting  room  of  their  danger.  The 
long  blast  brought  .T.en  and  women  to 
the  windows,  who  Immediately  turned 
and  fled  for  shore.  The  women  lnjure<3 
were  crushed  in  the  panic-etrlcken 
throng  that  struggled  at  the  doors  lead- 
ing from  the  waiting  room  to  the  exit 
gallery.  By  the  time  the  Alameda  struck 
the  pier  the  walling  room  was  empty. 
Captain  O'Brien  dropped  both  port  and 
starboard  anchors  in  an  effort  to  stop 
his  vessel  but  she  ploughed  her  nose 
into  the  wooden  structure  and  sliced  off 
100  feet  of  the  end  of  the  pier,  emerg- 
ing on  the  other  side  with  her  deck 
covered   with  wreckage. 

Cat   Xa    Two 

The  Telegraph  which  had  Just  dis- 
charged her  passengers  from  Everett, 
wasf  in  the  path  of  the  Alameda  and 
was  cut  in  two.  The  Utile  vessel  sank 
slowly  and  the  crew  had  time  to  es- 
cape by  Jumping  Into  the  water.  It  Is 
believed   that  all   were  picked  up. 

The  Telegraph  was  pushed  across 
the  slip  against  the  Orand  Trunk  Paci- 
lic  dock  and  those  of  her  crew  who 
were  on  board  clambered  on  to  the 
wharf  before  the  little  vessel  went 
down.  Captain  O'Brien  lowered  one  life 
boat  from  the  Alameda  to  pick  up  the 
men   in    the    water. 

The  steamer  Hloux  which  had  just 
arrived  from  Beliingham  with  fifty  pas- 
sengers and  waa  preparing  to  enter  her 
■  berth  at  the  Coleman  dock,  lowered 
three  life  boats  but  they  were  not  need- 
ed. If  the  accident  had  happened  a  few 
minutes  later  the  Bloux  would  have  been 
tied  up  to  the  pier  directly  In  the  path 
of  the  Alameda. 

C.  Chrisiensen,  a  sailor  on  the  Ala- 
meda, told  of  rescuing  a  woman  whose 
name  he  did  not  know.  Ha  aald  he  aaw 
the  woman  among  the  wreckage  in  the 
water  and  leaped  from  tha  deck  of  the 
ataamship  and  brought  bar  aahora,  aha 
waa  hurried   to  her  home  by  frlanda.

— Premier  Bor- 
den, of  Caiia<lu,  addressed  the  Associat- 
ed 1're.ss  banquet  tonight  over  Hit  long 
distance  teleiihone  from  Hot  Springs, 
Virginia.  He  dwelt  on  the  responsibli' 
ity  and  opportunities  or  an  uncorrupt 
press  and  expressed  the  hijp„  tliat  Greaf 
Britain  and  America  would  unite  in  a 
oonimon  effort  lo  altiiiii  iht;  lUshest 
standai-ds  of  civilization.  He  said  in 
part: 

"The  vast  increase  of  wealth  has  been 
attended  with  an  mormout^  and  alarm- 
ing   mequallty    in    Us    distribution. 

"Equality  of  results  never  can  be  ex- 
pected or  attained  under  an  individual- 
istic system  of  national  organization 
tifesmuch  as  men  differ  widely  In  their 
energits  and  capacities.  No  democracy 
is  built  on  an  undying  foundation  it  it 
fails  to  endow  its  citizens  with  equality 
of  opportunity  so  far  as  that  may  l>e 
humanly    possible. 

"The  modem  democracy  Is  learning 
this  lesson  slowly  and  painfully.  I  do 
not  doubt  that  In  the  end  It  will  be 
learned  thoroughly. 

"Uentlemfn  of  the  Associated  Pre.'^s, 
you  are  the  fourth  estate.  You  should 
be  the  bulwark  of  democratic  IdealLsm. 
Your  power  Is  groat  and  equally  great 
Is    your    responsibility."

ROME,  April  25. — The  squadron  of 
Italian  warships  which  has  been  oper- 
ating recently  In  the  Aegean  sea  and 
la  now  at  the  entrance  to  the  Dar- 
danelles, has  seized  the  Turkish  Island 
of  Stampalla  and  established  Its  base 
Ijhere. 


CONSTANT  INOPL-E,  April  25.— The 
Turkish  government  has  replied  to  the 
offer  of  mediation  by  the  powers  In 
the  hostilities  between  Italy  and  Tur- 
key by  thanking  them  and  accepting 
their  offer  a.-*  In  the  best  Interests  of 
both    belligerents. 

The  acceptance,  however,  the  Porte 
points  out,  must  be  conditional  on  the 
maintenance  of  th«-  effective  and  In- 
tegral sovereignty  of  Turkey  In  Tri- 
poli and  tttie  evacuation  of  that  coun- 
try by  the  Italians.

The  breaking  of  the  dam  precipitat- 
ed a  lake  two  miles  long,  ihalf  a  mile 
wide  and  fifty  feet  deep,  upon  the  val- 
ley, which  nearly  covers  two  villages. 
The  flood  swept  with  It  two  other 
dams  and  three  power  plants,  causing 
a  da(iiage  of  over  $100,000.

DISTRESS  SIGNALS 

SIGHTED  BY  ROMSDEL 


Vessel   Trying  to  Go  Through 
Icefield   to   Rescue   Sustains 
Injuries  and  Becomes  Help- 
less 


NEW  Y^ORK,  April  25.— Officers  of 
the  Norwegian  steamship  Romsde!, 
which  is  In  drydock  here  today  after  a 
trip  made  perilous  by  fields  of  Ice,  be- 
lloves  that  th^y  witnessed  the  sinking 
or  a  freight  phjp  of.  about  8000  tons  In 
Uitiiude  45.5,  longitude  B7.10,  400  miles 
north  of  the  Titanlc's  grave,  on  March 
26.  The  Identity  of  Uhe  sunken  ship  is 
not   known. 

The  Romsdel's  attention  was  attract- 
ed to  the  distressed  ship  soon  after 
nightfall,  when  the  vessel  began  send- 
ing- rockets,  showing  that  help  was 
wanted.  Captain  Hell  ordered  that  the 
llomsdel  ho  headed  for  the  scene,  and 
his  ship  ran  into  the  icefield  with  as 
much  apeea  as  possible.  She  had  not 
Kone  far,  however,  before  she  had  six 
or  seven  holes  in  her  hull,  which  al- 
lowed much  water  to  enter  the  hold.

— President  Taft 
donned  his  fighting  clpthes  today,  un- 
wound hi»  policy  of  silence  under  the 
attacks  that  Col.  Theodore  Roosevelt 
has  made  upon  him,  and  upon  his  ad- 
ministration, and  for  the  first  time 
since  Mr.  Rooaevelt  announced  his  can- 
didacy, launched  into  a  bitter  denunci- 
ation of  the  former  president. 

From  the  time  Mr.  Taft  entered  Mass- 
achusetts and  made  his  first  speech  at 
Springfield,  shortly  after  noon,  until 
late  tonight,  he  hammered  away  at  Col. 
Roosevelt.  The  president  made  close  to 
a  doaen  speeches.

Bridge  Damaged — Two  of 
the  Firemen  Hurt 


I'Mrc,  the  origin  of  which  Is  a  mys- 
tery,  but  which  broke  out  In  the  uppt-r 
floor  of  the  i)laning  mill  and  sash  and 
door  factory  of  the  Canadian  Puget 
Sound  Lumber  company  at  9  o'clock 
la.st  evening,  did  damage  to  the 
amount  of  about  $^o,ooo,  rtrstroyod  the 
sa.sh  and  door  factory,  the  storage  and 
drying  warehouse  and  lumber  esti- 
mated   at   about   1,000.000    feet. 

The  blaze  avbs  one  of  the  most  spec- 
tacular character  and  one  of  the  hot- 
test ever  fought  by  the  local  depart- 
ment. The  hard  work  of  the  brigade, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  hardly  a 
breath  of  air  was  stirring,  undoubtedly 
saved  the  half  million  dollar  plant  of 
the  company.  Had  there  been  any 
wind  nothing  could  have  prevented  the 
.spread  of  the  flames  to  the  main  por- 
tion of  the  mill  plant  and  to  adjoin- 
ing properties,  including  the  power 
sub  station  of  the  B.  C.  Electric  com- 
pany situated  on  Store  street.  Thou- 
sands thronged  nearby  points  of  van- 
tage and  Government  street  was 
crowded  by  alghl-'seera  who  were  con- 
tent to  view  the  flre  from  across  Rock 

Xnoh  Machinery  Xioat 

The  chief  loss  to  the  company  will 
result  from  the  destructioji  of  valuable 
and  up-to-date  machinery  only  In- 
.3talled  lastsfall.  when  the  drying  and 
storage  building  was  erecte*!.  The 
bulldinga  themselves,  filled  as  they 
were,  with  lumber  and  manufactfired 
sash  and  doors,  were  rapidly  destroyed. 
The  hardest  fight  the  fire  department 
had  was  to  confine  the  flames  to  the 
two  buildings  destroyed,  the  proxim- 
ity of  huge  lumber  piles  and  of  the 
main  mill  plant,  comprising  the  saw 
mill,  dry  kiln  and  boiler  house,  making; 
the  fight  a  bitter  one.  Had  the  saw 
mill  become  ignited  nothing  could 
have  saved  the  entire  plant.  Aa  It  waa 
the  bvtrning  lumber  piles  to  the  north- 
westward of  the  sash  and  door  fac- 
tory kept  the  department*  hard  at 
work  for  the  greater  part  of  the  night, 
the  20  streams  in  service  apparently 
having  little  effect  upon  the  blaxlng 
piles. 

Qrlgln  Only  Bnnalaed 

The  origin  of  the  flre  is  a  mystery. 
Of  late  the  company  has  been  working 
a  night  gang  of  30  men  in  the  sash 
and  door  factory  on  the  ground  floor 
but  the  upper  floor  was  deserted.  The 
supposition'  is  that  an  over-heated 
bearing  on  one  ot  the  shafts  on  the 
upper  floor  operated  from  the  lower 
floor,  started  the  flre.  Before  the  men 
below  were  conscious  of  the  fact 
flames  were  pouring  from  the  up- 
stairs windows.  Immediately  the  alarm 
■wag  sent  In  to  flre  headquarters  from 
the  'box  located  In  the  boiler  room  Ot 
the  plant,  a  general  alarm  calling  ogt 
the  entire  department 

By  the  time  the  brigade  arrived  on 
the  scene  tb->  sash  and  door  factory 
was  a  mass  of  flames  and  the  drying 
and  storage  warehouse  Immediately 
adjoining  was  alight,  while  nearby 
piles  of  lumber  were  ignited.  The  iilgh 
pressure  pumps  of  the  B.  C.  EUectrie 
company  were  in  service  when  the 
brigade  arrived,  and  the '  prompt  ac- 
tion of  that  Company's  employees,  un- 
der ccmmand  of  Mr.  Oeorge  M.  Tripp, 
superintendent,  proved  of  the  great- 
est value  In  catchlnar  the  lire  in  itn 
early  stages.  Two  "flro  engines  and 
the  city's  salt  water  high  preeaure  sys- 
tem were  also  promptly  brought  Into 
play,  the  number  being  Increased  as 
fast  aa  hose  could  he  rushed  from  the 
outside  flre  balls.

blazed  furiously,  and  despite  the  fact 
that  practically  a  dozen  streams  were 
being  poured  from  all  sides  and  from 
the  top  of  nearby  piles  the  flume.s  were 
eating  their  way  through  the  lumber 
witb  rapUlity.  In  fact,  that  portion  of 
the  fire  pract4eally  burnt  Itself  out. 
water  apparently  having  little  effect 
uiion  t!ie  closely-piled  'Licks  of  lum- 
ber. 

Spectaonlar    Fir* 

Trom  the  siiectacular  point  of  view 
— and  every  fli^,  regardless  of  how 
mefiTi  Its  dimensions.  Is  i«n»nt8culnr 
more  or  less — the  fire  was  perhaps  the 
most  brilliant  that  h,is  been  seen  in 
the  city  since  the  great  Spencer  fire. 
From  everj-  corner  of  tlie  city  it  was 
possible  to  enjoy  In  some  measure  the 
great  scarlet  kIow  that  lit  up  the 
heavens  for  hours  and  seemed  to  por- 
tend an  even  more  devastatlns:  disaster 
thttn     I  he     i>ne     in     progress. 

No  lorution  could  have  been  better 
suited  from  the  spectators'  point  of 
view,  for,  fronting  on  Government 
street,  at  a  distance  of  several  hundred 
feet  and  ilanked.  by  arterial  roadways 
on  the  north  and  south,  the  mill  ap- 
peared to  be  the  stag«  of  a  groat  pros- 
cenium. J'lirst  hundreds  and  tben  thou- 
sands of  interested  onlookers  found 
vantage  points  around  the  grand  circle, 
and  from  the  bridge  that  connects 
Ktore'street  with  the  Ksguimalt  and 
Victoria  \VeRt  highway  it  was  just  a 
rpiesllon  of  which  was  the  greater  sight 
— the  fire  in  close  and  alarming  prox- 
imity, or  the  people  arrayed  around  it 
in  a  magnificent  neml-clrcle,  fares  Il- 
lumined with  the  glow  from  the  burning 
lutTiber. 

For  a  long  time  the  worst-  of  tho 
fight  between  the  bla»e  and  the  firemen 
waged   rlfht  on  the  bridge.       Abutting 


covered  framework  of  timber,  and  con- 
taining a'vlarge  quantity  of  highly  In- 
(lamniable  lUHterial.  Right  along  the  en- 
tire lengtii  or  the  nuildlng  tlie  flames 
belched  forth  on  lo  the  brldRe  and 
threatened  to  undermine  It  and  render 
the  pas.safteway  impassable.  lleallzinsc 
the  strate*:ic  value  of  preserving  the 
bridge  even  If  the  building  had  to  go. 
as  it  inevitably  did.  the  firemen  turned 
on  a  number  of  streams,  and  with  their 
faces  literally  reeking  played  upon  the 
outworks  of  the  fire  with  a  persistence 
which,  while  it  could  not  save  -the 
structure  from  a  scorching,  prevented 
It  from  wrecking  tlie  bridge  and  also 
from  ln\'ad!ng  great  piles  of  dry  timber 
lyintr    alongside. 

With  this  building  burning  from  erul 
to  end,  In  immediate  juxtaposition  to 
tlie    bridge,     the     tremendous       heat       In 

can  be  Imagln-ed.  There  was  nothing 
else  for  It,  liowever,  as  beyond  t!ie 
bridge  there  was  no  place  other  than 
the  water  from  which  to  ply  the  hose. 
A.s  a  matter  of  fact  tlw  logs  lylnp;  idly 
in  the  water  had  to  be  brought  into 
service  as  footholds  while  the  firemen 
and  their  army  of  willing  helpers 
struggled  to  get  the  lines  into  play. 
This  adventurous  course  had  to  be  re- 
sorted to  on  account  of  the  congestion 
at    the   south   end   of   the   bridge. 

rirmnen   BUked   Xtlves 

By  clambering  ever  great  piles  of 
limber  and  risking  an  occasional  step 
on  a  log  additional  lines  of  hose  were 
brought  into  play  just  at  a  time  when 
the  bridge  Itself  was  in  a  critical  condi- 
tion. ^\'hllo  the  surface  of  the  bridge 
appeared  sate  and  sound  the  cnickllnK 
and  sizzling  that  accompanied  the  tres- 
passer wtiined  him  of  the  condition  un- 
(lern^ath.  As  If  that  was  rvot  sufticlent 
indication  of  the  stste  of  things  thin 
tongues  of  fiame  leapt  up  occasionally 
through     the     timbers. 

Wesplle     this     apparently       precarious 
condition    the   bridge  was  used   wtili   the 
utmost  assurance  by  the' firemen.   After 
a    time,    in    a    wild   atti,ni]>t    to    raise    a 
sensation,    one    lon^youth.    Imbued    with 
a  wondrous  sense  of  irresiJonslbllUy  and 
an    Insatiable    desire     to    appear    in    the 
limelight,  made  a  dash  across  the  bridge 
from  the  north.  The  flames  of  the  burn- 
ing  structure   lashed    out  at    him    as    he 
pa.9scd    and    for    a    motncnc    it    was    im- 
possible  to  see   him.   Then   he    was   seen 
to   emerge  at   the  south   end.   unscathed, 
but  con.siderably  wJe-er  in  experience  and 
tamer  in  »I»lrlt.  All  the  water  he  got  on 
his      flying     journey      transformed      in- 
stantaneously Into  steam  by  the  intense 
heat    through    which    he    passed,      end 
C'Mttaittcd  M  rrnt*  *.

Capacity  Audience  Hears  Mr. 
F.  N'apier  Denison  on  the 
Other  Worlds,  and  Assist 
Titanic  Relief  Fund 


The  seating  capacity  of  the  auditor- 
ium at  the  y.MC.A.  was  taxed  to  Its 
utmoBt  limits  last  night  by  the  audi- 
ence which  came  together  to  listen  to 
Mr.  F.  Napier  Deniaon's  lecturt  on 
"Other  Worlds  than  Ouvo,'"  11. e  pro- 
ceeds of  which  are  to  he  devoted  to  the 
aid  of  the  sufferers  by  the  loss  of  the 
Titanic.  Some  ninety  dollars  was  taktn 
at  the  door,  which  will  be  available 
for  the  fund. 

Mayor  Becltwith,  in  a  few  opening 
remarks,  expressed  the  gratification  he 
felt  at  tht  number  who  attended,  ani- 
mated by  a  desire  to  relieve  the  nuf- 
ferlng  which  must  always  follow  such 
a  disaster  as  that  which  had  recently 
happened. 

Mr.  Donison  rose  to  describe  the 
first  plcturt,  which  was  of  tlio  house 
of  tlip  Astronomer  Bioyal  at  Greenwich, 
a  buildlriB '  whtoli  dated  hack  tn  1675. 
Then  followed  a  photograph  of  the  Mt. 
Wilson  observatory  in  California,  and 
anotiier  of  iis  int«'rior,  with  Hs  eiiorin- 
ous  equatorial  telescope  and  the  com- 
plicated clockwork  mechanism,  which, 
oncfa  set  going,  can  keep  the  lens  train- 
ed on  the  moving  bodies  of  the  heaveim, 
a  very  necessary  provision  when  the 
high  rate  of  revolution  of  anytliing  near 
llip  pii'iator,  for  instance,  is  remember- 
ed. Many  other  inventlon.'s  have  been 
perfected  of  late  years  In  iuljustmfnt.s 
for  tempemt'tTf.  The  lecttircr  describ- 
ed the  sreat  aid  this  science  had  re- 
ceived from  the  use  of  photography, 
which  obviated  many  weary  hours  of 
watching  on  the  part  of  the  astrono- 
mera  and  which,  in  conjunction  with 
the  clockwork  mechanism,  could  bhi 
trusted  to  record  accurately  the 
chanjre.s  from  hour  to  hour  In  Llie  face 
of   the   heavens. 

The  Sun  and  Its  Spots 

The  first  photograph  of  llu.  8un, 
"the  centre  of  our  system,"  might  with 
its  "rlce-graln"  effect  have  struck  the 
liomesteader  as  a  picture  of  the  sur- 
face of  a  ploughed  field  with  water 
standing  in  tht  depressions.  Mr.  Doni- 
son reminded  his  hearers  of  the  enorm- 
ous size  of  the  object  they  were  looking 
at — one  minion  miles  in  diameter,  and 
taking    26  1-2    days    to    revolve    on    Its

great  whirling  masses  of  activity,  cy- 
clone areas  of  two  to  three  thousand 
miles  in  diameter.  In  these  the  lighter 
gases  were  blown  to  the  outer  rim, 
Itaving  a  dark  spot  in  the  centre  into 
which  it  was  possible  to  look.  There 
is  constant  cliange  taking  place  in 
these  spots  but  by  their  position  it  has 
been  found  possible  to  compute  '  the 
Bpeed  of  the  sun's  revolution.  This 
year  thtre  Is  a  minimum  amount  of  ac- 
tivity, which  will  recur  again  in  eleven 
years. 

In  a  photograph  of  an  eclipse  of  the 
sun  by  the  moon  It  was  pointed  out 
how  such  an  eclipse,  by  darkening  the 
whole  greater  portion  of  the  ctntre, 
makes  it  possible  to  examine  the  sun's 
edge  and  the  upward  and  outward  rush 
of  gases  from  it.  These  gasPs  have 
been  mtasurcd  to  extend  LtO.OOO  mlle.s 
away  from  the  sun  in  ordinary  year."? 
and  indicate  magnetic  or  electric  mo- 
tion, which  at  times  extends  un  nix 
million  miles  and  of  course  exerts  an 
influence  over  this  earth.  In  Mrs. 
Maundtr'.s  photograph,  taken  In  the 
Arctic  regions,  these  magnetle  or  rlec- 
trlc  rays  may  he  seen  extending  as  a 
corona  from  the  poles  to  thi.i  latter 
enormous    distance. 

Picture."!  of  Mar.<»  with  its  pquatorlal 
belts,  were  then  thrown  on  the  screen, 
showing  its  cap  of  lee  at  the  poles. 
This  planet  Is  the  one  mo.st  UKe  trie 
earth,  shows  signs  of  changes  of  vege- 
tation and  of  atmosphere,  and  may  be 
Inhabitated  by  beings  of  highly  devel- 
oped Intellects  who.  to  counteract  the 
aridity  of  the  central  portions,  probably 
have  to  bring  water  by  .some  means 
from  the  more  moist  reglon.s  of  the 
poles.  Mercury  and  Venus,  on  the 
other  band,  have  bo  slowed  down  their 
revolutions  around  their  own  axes,  that 
these  now  correspond  with  their  revo- 
lutions round  the  sun.  They  therefore, 
always  present  the  same  .surface  to  the 
sun  and  no  form  of  life  can  possibly 
Inhabit    them. 

The  picture  of  .luplter  showed  the 
number  ot  asteroids  that  fill  the  heav- 
ens, all  In  a  state  of  activity  and  by 
which.  If  It  were  not  for  our  atmo- 
sphere, we  should  be  bombarded  un- 
ceasingly. So  great,  however,  is  their 
velocity  that  on  coming  Into  contact 
with  the  atmosphere  they  are  mostly 
destroyed  by  the  friction  and  only  (. 
small  percentage  reach  this  earth. 
■atvm  aad  the  Moon 

A  hum  of  applause  wont  up  when  the 
beautiful  picture  of  Haturn  and  its 
rings  appeared,  these  latter  again  being 
evidence  of  the  gaseous  activity  that  is 
ever  continuing  to  change  the  aspect  of 
the  heavens  and  the  state  of  the  dif- 
ferent worlds  about  us.  Then  followed 
several  photographs  and  enlargement? 
of  the  surface  of  the  "dead  world,"  the 
moon,  pitted  with  its  extinct  craters,  the 
biggest  of  which  would  hold  Mont  Blanc 
•with  room  t«  apart,  though  the  one  spot 
of  light  wa»  pointed  ptit  which  leatjs  to 
the  belief  that  gaaeOua  activity  has  not 
totally  ceased. 

Striking  pictures  of  reconl  cometa 
travelling  at  a  rate  which  no  earthly 
projectile  can  ever  hope  to  approach, 
were  followed  by  nlldes  showing  nebu- 
lae, thoae  vaat  and  vaatly  dlatant  ays- 
tema  which  exist  around  other  suna 
than  our  own,  and  from  which  the  light 
may  take  anywhere  frop  eight  and  a 
half  yeara,  in  the  caae  of  the  Dog  Star, 
to  aa  muoh  as  80  years,  In  that  of  the 
Qrsat  Bear,  to  rsach  the  earth.

At  8:35  the  thousand.^  went  to 
work  again,  the  machinery  of  the  steam- 
ers began  again,  and  tlie  flag.s.  which 
for  several  days  had  been  at  half  nia.si, 
Were   flown   again   to   the   head.
